Between $1,000,000 and $2,- 


000,000 in checks is being taken 
daily from letters in the office

$35,551,495, or 37.15 per cent. This 
was $2,000,000 over the 
$33,555,878 


that had been credited on the books 
on the corresponding day of 1934, 
but in point of percentage was one 
per cent behind, since there Was 
$10,000,000 less to collect- last year 
than this year. 


As soon as the money is counted 


it is transferred from the tax collec- 
tor's office in the Hall of Justice to 
the treasurer's office in the Hall oi 
Records, although some of it is de- 
posited in bank vaults as soon as 
possible. H. L. Byram, county trea- 
surer, does not make it a point to 
state how much money is kept in 
either vault at any one time, other 
than "it is several millions."

mainder of the pre-Christmas period. 


Volume of orange sales last week 


ncreased 64 cars, making a total of 
161 cars for the week at eastern and 
middle western auction centers. The 
)rice dropped 44 cents per box last 
week, however, dipping down to 
I3.17. 


The lemon auction market gained 


sharply last week, hitting $5.84, with 
an average gain of 66 cents per box. 
Sales of lemons also increased, by 
:en carloads, to reach a total of 110. 


This week's prorate was fixed at 


SO cars of packed navels for south- 
ern California, 35 cars packed navels 
'or the desert valley in Arizona, and 
735 cars of packed iiavels for central 
and northern California. 


Valencias were reported to be 


cleaning up rapidly last week, as the 
demand turned toward the new na- 
vel crop. That was the reason given 
for the prices falling off. 


Commenting on the market as a 


whole last week, the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange said: 


"Prices on Valencia oranges declin- 


ed sharply during (he past week, 
with demand turning to navels, 
which were slightly lower. The ex- 
change sold over 500 cars of navels 
and 300 cars, of valencias.

ASSOCIATION PREPARES TO 
EFFECT RE-ORGANIZATION 


Concern Handles Largest Volume of Fruit in 


Fourteen Years with Satisfactory 


Returns for Growers 


Preliminary action was taken at the annual meeting of the 


Covina Orange Growers' association, held on Saturday, Decem- 
ber 7, to effect a re-organization of the corporation, so as to con- 
form with existing provisions of the agricultural code. Similar 
action has already been taken by a number of citrus co-opera- 
tive associations thruout California. The new set-up will be on 
a membership plan with a revolving fund basis. 


By an amendment voted by the<S> 


stockholders on Saturday to the ar- 
ticles of incorporation, permitting 
the change of name of the present 
association before dissolution, the j 
new association will be legally able 
to retain the name "Covina Orange 
Growers' association." It is stated 
that the change can be accomplished 
in about thirty days. 


A full and comprehensive report 


of the business for the year was pre- 
sented by Manager Henry Hepner. 
The total f.o.b. returns to the asso- 
ciation for the season's shipments 
were $287,982.23—navels, $76,989.57; 
miscellaneous 
varieties, 
$2,416.55; 


valencias, $206,588.50; grapefruit, $1,- 
987.61. 


The packed boxes shipped were: 


navels, 49,195; valencias, 112,152; 
miscellaneous varieties, 1,368; grape- 
fruit, 1,374; making a grand total of 
164,089 for the season.

Total 
number of cars for the season, 416.

Chayotes Present 
Variation in Use 
of Vegetables 


Vegetable 
departments 
of 
the 


markets along Citrus avenue have 
been deluged with requests for in- 
formation regarding the chayote 
vegetable pear, a sub-tropical vege- 
table that has become popular in the 
last few years because it is practi- 
cally free from starch and yet con- 
tains many elements of high food 
value. 


At the request of several Covina 


market operators the Argus has se- 
cured several recipes which are giv- 
en below. For the preparation of 
most dishes the vegetables are best 
sliced three-quarters 
of an inch 


thick, crossways thru the seed, and 
boiled for 15 or 20 minutes in just 
enough salted water to cook them. 


BUTTERED—Slice and boil the 


chayotes as described, and drain 
place in a serving dish, with butter 
on the top slices so it will melt over 
the lower ones, and serve hot. The

chayotes and serve with a cream 
butter, or tomato sauce. 


FRIED—Sliced chayotes may be 


fried either plain or dipped in breac 
or cracker crumbs or in beaten egg 
Raw chayotes are excellent when 
sliced and fried slowly in the same 
manner as egg plant. May be par- 
boiled before frying if desired. 


SALADS—Because of its delicate 


texture and mild flavor the chayote 
is especially desirable for use in 
salads. Prepare as for creamed chay- 
otes, cool, and serve on lettuce 
leaves with mayonnaise or French 
dressing; the boiled and diced chay- 
otes also may be served in a mixed 
salad with tomatoes, celery, etc., or 
used instead of potatoes in the regu- 
lar potato salad. Thus avoiding 
starch. 


Other ways in which chayotes may 


be served is baked with cheese, in 
rritters, prepared with curry, and 
baked with pork sausage or ham- 
ourger.

What the new tax which must be 


paid during January auto license 
renewal time represents, how much 
it will be, and what procedure must 
be followed are puzzling many mo- 
torists. 


Although you recently may have 


paid your 1935 county automobile 
personal property tax, the new mo- 
tor vehicle license tax for 1936, 
which will replace the county prop- 
erty tax for next year, is due and 
payable when and before you obtain 
new license plates in January. 


The license tax of $1.75 per $100 


valuation of the vehicle must be 
paid in addition to the regular $3 
registration fee on pleasure cars. 
Tliis must be paid at application 
time during January in cash at de- 
partment of motor vehicles, or by 
cash or check at Automobile Club 
of Southern California offices. The 
latter will serve only members and 


i motorists from other states. 


I 
Certificates of registration must be 


i stamped on the back by the tax as- 
| sessor's office, or cleared by the state 
department of motor vehicles, as re- 
quired in certain cases, before li- 
censes can be issued. 


The motor vehicle department this 


month is mailing a postcard to every 
registered owner giving the valua- 
tion of his car model, and the total 
of the tax, when that is possible. 
Valuations have been determined 
from various ratings by the motor 
vehicle department. If a postcard is 
not received, or the amount of the 
tax not given, application should be 
made anyway within a short time 
after January 2. 
Before applying the motorist should 
note the exact factory model of his 
car. This is not shown on the reg- 
istration slip and does not mean year 
model or body type, but appears on 
insurance policies, the bill of sale, 
often on a car nameplate, or in the

The Weather-— 


It is a common saying that the winters are 


getting milder and the summers hotter. Now 
comes along the United States weather bu- 
reau, which has been studying the weather 
conditions directly for more than sixty years 
and by reference to old records for more than 
a hundred years back, and confirms the belief 
that the past few years have been exception- 
aUy mild. 


Since 1908 the United States, especially 


that part of it east of the Rockies, has been 
enjoying the longest "warm spell" in history. 
The average annual temperature has been 
steadily rising for twenty-five years. Perhaps 
it has begun to change. Last winter was not 
as mild as the previous one and indications, 
speaking from a layman's standpoint, are for 
cooler weather this coming winter. 


Just after the war of 1812 there was a long 


warm spell, lasting more than ten years. 
There was another soon after the Civil war. 
But from 1875 to 1912 the summers kept get- 
ting colder. 


What causes these fluctuations in average 


annual temperature is not yet clearly under- 
stood, but knowledge of them is important. 
For one thing, these changes of climate have 
a decided influence upon agriculture. They 
determine the length of the growing season. 
Wheat production has been extending farther 
and farther north in Canada for a good many 
years now. A change of only two or three de- 
grees in the average temperature, shortening 
the growing season, might materially cut 
down the wheat area of our northern neigh- 
bor. Similarly, the northward limit of the 
cotton belt is fixed by the average annual tem- 
perature. 


The weather is one topic of perennial in- 


terest. Everybody talks about it although, as 
Mark Twain remarked, nobody ever does 
anything about it. It is of interest to every- 
body because it affects everybody. We have 
heard of lands of perpetual sunshine, in which 
the temperature never changes from season 
to season, where nobody ever has to give the 
weather a second thought. We have often 
wondered what the people of those happy 
isles found to talk about. And we also won- 
der whether life doesn't get entirely too mo- 
notonous where nature itself never changes. 


How Long?— 


According to an editorial in a recent issue 


of the Oskaloosa (Iowa) Herald, extension 
economists at Iowa State college state that the 
question about which farmers are most con- 
cerned is not how long will farm prices con- 
tinue to go up and be maintained, but "how 
long will consumer buying power hold up?" 


That question is bothering not only the 


farmers, but also the city folk. The latest 
bulletin issued by the United States bureau 
of labor statistics, upon the retail prices of 
food for the two weeks ending August 27, 
1935, compares those prices with prices a year 
ago, two years ago, and five years ago. 


Retail prices for all foods for the two weeks 


ending August 27, 1935, were 14.9 per cent 
higher than the two weeks ending August 
29, 1933. 


The price of the cereal group is 8.2 per cent 


higher than two years ago. White bread is 
8 per cent higher; corn meal, 36.8 per cent; 
rice, 29.2 per cent, and rolled oats, 20.3 per 
cent higher than two years ago. 


Meats are 53 per cent higher than in Aug- 


ust, 1933. The greatest increase has been in 
pork and pure lard. Bacon is 94.9 per cent 
higher; ham, 59.5 per cent; pork chops, 86.3 
per cent, and lard, 122,4 per cent. 


Up until recently, pork has been the food 


of the poor man. It has been universally true 
in this country that during previous periods 
of depression the consumption of pork mate- 
rially increased, while that of beef, particular- 
ly the better cuts, decreased. Under the "New 
Deal," however, while porkchops have in- 
creased 86.3 per cent, sirloin steak has in- 
creased only 36 per cent. 


Fruits and vegetables, which, up to now, 


have not come under the control of the AAA 
and other New Deal agencies for bringing 
about "more abundant life," have deceased 
nearly 30 per cent in price since August, 1933. 


There is something a little ironical about 


the fact that there has been a larger increase 
in food prices in the argicultural sections than 
in the industrial sections. The average in- 
crease in all foods since August, 1933, is 14.9 
per cent. The New England and middle At- 
lantic districts, embracing all the United 
States east of the Allegheny mountains, show 
an increase in food prices below the average 


for the entire country. However, in the cen- 
tral states, particularly in Missouri, Minne- 
sota, Nebraska, the Dakotas, Iowa and Kan- 
sas, the increase in price of food over August, 
1933, has been 18.6 per cent. This .is the sec- 
tion of the country which the Agricultural 
Adjustment act is supposed to benefit the 
most. 


They Also Serve— 


Frank Anderson, who has resigned as fore- 


man for the Covina Citrus association pack- 
inghouse after twenty-nine years of steady 
service, might well ponder on how many mil- 
lions of dollars worth of fruit has rolled be- 
fore his eyes in that'time. 


Frank has been one of these quiet subor- 


dinates who receive little or no publicity, 
make no speeches, and who figure only inci- 
dentally in annual reports. But it would be 
impossible to overestimate his splendid ser- 
vice to the citrus growers. The valley has 
many of these workers, ranch foremen, house 
foremen, picking and spraying bosses, whose 
services are taken as a matter of routine, but 
they are the ones whose fidelity and intelli- 
gence make possible the handling and rais- 
ing of a valuable crop each year, bringing 
profit to others and serving their community 
as well as many who receive more credit. 
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Blind to the Cause— 


Yes, you don't have to be drunk to be sent 


to the hospital on account of drunk-driving. 
All that is necessary is for the driver that hits 
you to be drunk. 


Prohibition, many declare, was a failure, 


the reason, of course, being that it was not 
enforced. But whatever may be our attitude 
individually toward the prohibition of liquor, 
we are mostly in accord on the strict prohibi- 
tion of drunk-driving. How to permit wide- 
open sale of intoxicants and at the same time 
eliminate the inevitable results of these sales 
is the problem confronting the nation. In 
nearly all other evils we attack and eliminate 
the cause. As to alcohol, it seems we have 
not yet suffered enough. 


Sharing the Yuletide— 


Mary Pickford has issued her annual ap- 


peal for out-of-door, living Christmas trees, 
a fancy which she espoused ten years ago, 
and which has grown greatly in popularity. 


Each year now, in the days preceding 


Christmas, one may drive in any direction, 
along boulevards, into subdivision side streets, 
and be confronted with these beautiful, illum- 
inated reminders of the holiday season. The 
humblest cottage may boast one living tree 
ablaze with colored baubles, and from these 
the fancies range to great deodars and arbor- 
vitae trees in spacious grounds, while the 
climax in the southland is found in the bril- 
liant spectacle of the double row of firs above 
Altadena, a truly inspiring sight. 


It costs but little to illuminate a tree in 


the yard, but the simple act makes it possible 
to share with all the world the priceless spirit 
of the Christian yuletide. 


Getting in Black— 


Those who read the financial pages of the 


Los Angeles papers will have seen good news 
recently. Last Sunday it was related that a 
big hotel, which fell into the red after the 
1929 slump, is now in the black. Recently a 
report appeared about a big furniture store 
being restored to solvency. And today the 
Bank of America informs us that its Septem- 
ber index shows western business at its high- 
est point since 1931. 


But, of course, there is always something 


The tax bills are 
here. The first installment has to be paid by 
December 5. And twenty days later comes 
Christmas. Looks as if some of us will be out 
of the black and into the red again before leap 
year comes along.—Ex.

child's health and well-being. 


But do you know that just as the 


human system requires a well-bal- 
anced diet for good health, so do 
eyes require well-balanced lighting 
for easy, comfortable and safe see- 
ing? They do. And quantity is no 
better a substitute for quality in 
lighting than in food. A combination 


of the two is just as important in 
the one case as in the other. 


The notion that the only thing 


needed for good seeing is a good pair 
of eyes is as out of date as a kero- 
sene lamp. In total darkness, even 
the best pair of eyes is worthless, you 
know. And when children are per- 
mitted to read and study on poorly- 
lighted floors, their eye-diet is being 
neglected. 


The illustration at upper left shows 


just what I mean. When children 
are too far away from the lamp to 
use their eyes safely for close seeing, 
when they are in their own shadows, 
and when their positions are such 
that both eyes cannot be in focus on 
the work, they are likely to develop 


eyestrain, or "indigestion 
of the 


eyes." 


When, on the other hand, they sit 


comfortably at a well-lighted desk 
or table, with an abundance of soft, 
well-diffused light coming from a 
modern table or floor lamp, they 
have a well-balanced eye-diet that 
helps to forestall the eye-defects that 
afflict one out of every five children 
today. 


Young eyes, like young bodies 


need care and attention. They shoulc 
be regularly checked by an eyesight 
specialist And at all times, they 
should be aided by plenty of gooc 
light, of right quality, so that their 
sight may be preserved for the long 
years ahead.

Season's Navel 
Crop Largest 
on Record 


A gratifying record for the Co- 


vina orange grower is shown by an 
analysis of the year's business just 
completed, according to the annual 
report of the Covina Fruit Ex- 
change released on Monday by its 
manager, Stanley F. Trueblood. 


The manager in his report stated 


that the California navel crop was 
the largest of record, due to some 
extent to the unusual amount of 
large sizes. From the Covina dis- 
trict 63.7 per cent were 150's and 
larger. The navel shipments from 
the Covina district amounted to 179,- 
•158 boxes and returned f.o.b. Co- 
vina, $292,476.91. 


Early in the season the Valencia 


crop showed an extremely heavy 
crop on the trees, and due to clima- 
tic conditions, more mature than us- 
ual. From the size standpoint the 
district faced the exact opposite as 
compared to the navel crop, inas- 
much as 65.4 per cent of the valen- 
cias moved from this district was 
252's and smaller, being 17.5 per cent 
252's, 25.5 per cent 288's, 17 per cent 
344's, and 5.4 per cent 392's, or an 
average size per box of 266.1. 
In 


all, 348,587 boxes of valencias were 
shipped, returning to Covina $679,- 
691.97, or an average per box return 
of $2.022 f.o.b. 


Fortunately, since the 
Valencia 


crop for the 1934-35 season was the 
largest ever produced, being in ex- 
cess of 52,000 carloads, the export 
market opened early in April, and 
large quantities of oranges were ex- 
ported to Europe, Canada, and trans- 
Pacific ports. In all, more than 5600 
cars were exported by shippers of 
the California Fruit Growers' Ex- 
change, the Covina Fruit Exchange 
participating to the extent that 12.6 
per cent of our Valencia crop was 
sold in Europe and 3.3 per cent in 
Honolulu and t^ns-Pacific ports, a 
total outside the prorate of 15.9 per 
cent.

Angular Parking 
of Autos on State 
Highways Taboo 


Just as the automobile of yester- 


day, with its angle parking, ruled 
out the hitching post, so has para- 
llel parking today sounded the death 
knell of angular stalls on state high- 
ways and many of the streets in 
cities of California. 


The 1935 legislature, taking a tip 


from the cities which reduced acci- 
dents and speeded up traffic and par- 
allel parking, raised the strongest 
barrier against angle parking when 
it made it mandatory to parallel 
park on all thru state highways and 
on such highways running thru in- 
corporated areas. The second great- 
est factor to. endorse the safety meth- 
od of .parking was the L*s Angeles 
* eountjr board of supervisors, which 
recently adopted an ordinance en- 
forcing parallel parking as outlined 
by the legislature. 


Question of a city's liability in 


event an accident is caused thru 
angle parking on highways which 
the state law says must use parallel 
parking, is one of the major reasons 
for incorporated areas to follow the 
Los Angeles action, according to E. 
Raymond Goto, chief of California 
highway patrol. "The law is clear 
in its parallel parking demand," says 
Cato, "and I am advising incorpor- 
ated areas to clearly mark their 
highways against angle parking to 
prevent what may result in court 
action in event an accident occurs." 


Safety organizations backing the 


parallel parking system specify three 
reasons for its popularity: (1) per- 
sons stepping from the curb between 
cars hpve clear vision of the high- 
way; 
(2) cars do not have to back 


into traffic when leaving a parking 
area; (3) a greater area for moving 
traffic is opened. 


The new state law requiring para- 


llel parking follows: 


"Except when loading or unload- 


ing merchandise, no person shall 
park or leave standing any vehicle 
at the curb or edge of a thru state 
highway unless both right wheels of

Permanent Permit 
for Metropolitan 
Line Sought 


Recommendation that a permanent 


permit be granted by the Metropoli- 
tan water district of southern Cali- 
fornia for installation and mainten- 
ance of its main feeder line between 
Fontana 
and Glendora was for- 


warded to the board of supervisors 
yesterday by Chief Engineer C. H. 
Howell. 


The recommendation covered six 


points at which the large pipeline 
will cross flood control district chan- 
nels. The first point, inside the 
county line, is across San Antonio 
wash at Margarita avenue. 
Other 


points, as the line proceeds westerly 
toward the mouth of the Glendora 
tunnel, are Little Dalton wash at 
Sierra Madre avenue, Big Dalton 
wash 1600 feet from Foothill boule- 
vard, Thompson creek 250 feet up- 
stream from Fourth street in La 
Verne, San Dimas wash at San Di- 
mas avenue, and Eaton wash at Cen- 
tral avenue, north roadway. 


The district this week called for 


bids on a new IGVi-mile link in the 
Colorado river distributing system, 
between Cajalco reservoir, near Ri- 
verside, and a point ten miles west 
of San Bernardino. 


Bids also are being taken on a 


900-foot steel bridge that will carry 
the aqueduct line across the Santa 
Ana river five miles west of River- 
side. The bids on both projects will 
be opened January 7.

Glendora tunnel and Montana already 
is under contract, and the new 
aqueduct link will complete the dis- 
tribution system contracts between 
Cajalco reservoir and Pasadena.

Newsreels, magazines and newspaper fea- 


ture pages have recently broken out in a rash 
of fear that wild duck life is soon to disappear 
if better protection is not afforded. 


It seems that the villain in this drama is 


the foul market hunter (no pun intended). 
Writers for sporting magazines pull the sob 
stops wide open when recounting the ruthless 
butchery of wild ducks by commercial hunt- 
ers. But if the duck could be consulted, it is 
probable the bird would admit it didn't make 
much difference whether death came from a 
market-hunter or a sports hunter. The entire 
build-up of fame protection is in the interest 
of the sportsman, and no doubt the idea has 
merit. But we should be spared these emo- 
tional appeals. The duck is protected for 
eventual slaughter, whether for sport or for 
market.

own and in many instances increased revenue 
during the depression years. Without dwell- 
ing too immodestly on the fact, the Covina 
Argus has been one publication that has grad- 
ually increased its circulation, and has been 
accorded a good advertising patronage.

Borah takes the same view as relating to in- 
dustry, maintaining that centralization of in- 
dustrial power thru monopoly is preventing 
distribution of labor, and because of this fact, 
the prevention of the proper distribution of 
commodity wealth. Dr. Ray Lyman Wilbur, 
president 
of Stanford university, former 


member of the Hoover cabinet, declares that 
New Deal has not materially helped to cure 
unemployment; that only a million more have 
been reemployed than when the country was 
in the trough of the depression in 1932. 


Thomas Jefferson aided and encouraged 


the assumption and the holding of power by 
the states, and the Democratic party became 
the champion of states' rights. There is some- 
thing keenly sardonic in the fact that the 
Democrats now in power should be criticized, 
and justly so, for creating a federal usurpa- 
tion of power to an extent never dreamed of 
by the old federalists, their ancient political 
foes. 


This government originally set up an inter- 


locking system of control, what is described 
as a democracy within a republic. The states 
were given power to govern themselves in all 
matters affecting themselves alone; the com- 
bination of all the states was given the power 
of overlordship in matters affecting the gen- 
eral welfare of the whole country. A state has 
not the constitutional right to waive any of 
these powers of statehood, save in times of 
national emergency, and the only emergency 
recognized is that of war. When states have 
relinquished any rights hitherto held, it has 
been thru amendment of the federal constitu- 
tion. 


But a grave peace emergency during the 


past several years has been the excuse for a 
serious encroachment on the rights of states 
by the federal government. Whether anyone 
may hold that the encroachments were war- 
ranted, it nevertheless still stands that the 
acts were extra-legal, and continuance of such 
encroachment can be condemned as bad pub- 
lic policy. 


Governor Landon is right in sounding this 


warning. He is right in declaring that decen- 
tralization of power will be a major issue in 
1936. 
One need not be a prophet to make this 


declaration. It follows as surely as that the 
breaker of any law will be arraigned before 
a court. 


Not only must, we curtail federal control 


in order to maintain a democracy, but we 
must resist all trends toward the centraliza- 
tion of subdivisional governments. The best 
governments are the smallest in area, always 
more responsive to the people. 


In Italy, and in Germany at present, one 


man in each country is a dictator thru the 
consent and collusion of powerful interests 
secretly cooperating. In America we may 
never be justified in fearing one-man dictator- 
ship, but we are most assuredly in danger of 
a federal dictatorship, the usurpation of power 
by a centralized government, regardless of 
who may at any time be the nation's titular 
head. The question, therefore, is one of poli- 
cies rather than persons. In the widest diffu- 
sion of governing power lies the security of 
the American form of government.
